1. Tho 7th Convention of Vomintern confirms that the follow- 
ing important changes in the world situatson deuide the dis- 
tribution of class infiuences in tho jntornational fields and 
the task of world laber movemonts, 

(A) The ultimate and otcrn2i. vistory of soctalism in the 
Union of Soviet Sosieiist Pevudiies.

the peoples by reeisting capitalistic exvoliation, bourgeois 
reaction and Fascism. gt 
(B) The greatest oanics in the history of capite lion. 
Bourgeoisie attempted to cope with this oanic by driving 
general public to bankruptcy and millions of ‘the vaemployca 
to the destiny of starvation and death and by icwering the 
laboroer's living standard to a ureat cxtent whieh has been 
unprecedented. Desvite the develonnent of induerrial pro-= 
duction in a group of states and tho incorenre of profit on the 
part of groat monetary capitaiists, world beurgecisie, as a 
wholo, could not get out of pani: and Gepiession, nor chock 
furthor aggravation of seli-contradiction cantained in 
capitalism. Panic continues in somo States (¥-nnes, Belgium 
and so on), and in some other States panic is timing into 
depression, anda new cconomic instability is growing in those 
States where production has survasse) its lovel before Panic 
(Jaoan and ingland). . 
(C) Aggression by Fascism. Fascist's getting into nowor 
in Germany, and the increasc of menico of 1 new capitalistic 
world war and of possible attack upon the Union of Sevicet 
ok: t Ropublics.

(D) 2olitical crisis indicated as laborers! anti-Fascist 
strife in Austrian and Spain. - 

Though this strifo has not yet brought forth a prolotariat's 
victory over Fascist, it has put obstacles in the way of 
bourgsloisie's consolidating Fascist Dictatorship. Poworful 
anti-Fascism movement in France. 

vhis was commenced with the demonstration and the general 
strike conducted by proletariat in February 1934, 

(gf) Revolutionization of labor masses in the whole capitalistic 
Sieg aA revolutionization was caused by the victory of social- 
ism in tho Union of Sovist Socialist Republics and the in- 
fluence of th: world-wide onnic, being based upon the lesson 
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This revolutionivation was caused by the victory of 
socinlism in the tion of Sovict Socialist Republics and tho 
influence of th: worldevide panic, being bused upon the lesson 
of tomporary dvufoxts of prolotariats in those countries where 
the majority of the organized laborers supported social demo- 
cracy, -- for instance, in Gormony, Austria and Italy which 
make the centre of Burov. Desir: for unification of ths 
movements is becoming more intonse among tho intornutional 
labor classese Kevolutionsry movemunts in colonized countries 
and the Sovist revolution in China are boing enlargode 

Under thos. atreumstancss, tho ruling; bourrcolisic are 
crying for hol; dusperatbsl in thse establishment of an onen 
terrorist diosatorship y the most reactionary, the most ex- 
clusivoly patriotic and tho mos! faoertulistic elements. 

They aro avaiting a chanse for checking revolution by exscutes 
ing on oxtravagont measur of plunicring the laborer, by 
preparing for un imoorlilisttie was of pillage and an attack 

on the Union of Povict Socialist Rupublies, and oy onslivene 
tng and Atytidine Wt ag Man ate ny at niko? ie niaarorines +hrouneh 
the tool oi its Pesclsts, yilo have Gichs sLugen Pslsety curry 
favor with small bourgeois maseus, for rostraining small 
bourgegis masses fro indignation at capitalism. %7 creating 
its own pobulur foundation ta th cbovoementioned way and by 
directing this sill bourgeots class, as & ranictionary influ- 
ence to labor classes, Fascism is »ringing forth a still 

wider onslavemnt by means of monetary suanital. In « group 

of states Fascism hes already cove into powcr. Fowever,. the 
emorgonce and victory of Masels:. oPove not only the weakness 
of labor classes, the orgentuntion of which nas beon disturbed 
by seporation-policy of cless co-o2uration between Social 
Democrats and bourjeols, but also the wooknoss of bourgeois 
itself. Bourgeois is poling frightened with the Libor glessos! 
unification for strife una revolution, “nw now it ecunnot maine 
tiain its own disotutorship by old ucens of bourgeois Gemocracye 


2. Tho most reactionary vavintion of FPuseian -- It is a Fascism 
of Gormanetyo. Though it andecitously stylos itseli national 
socialism, it hes absolutely nothing in common with sociulism 
or with the protection for tril, racial intercsts of thu Gorman 
poople.

S8ucn . vier 4 DaAtlcally wrong, snd 
it only produces nosetion and mersiy woekera “he slisnsing pwor 
of the vopular onti-Faasism. IN chs worsziuns Ginsses reALiZe 
the unification of Lincar Irents, thay take colion without 
missing chanse and hoid in chock the strengthe: ing of “uscism 
and if they can, under the rightful’ r. volutiomery ieadership, 
concentrato around thomseclves working classus convering a 

wide range in urban and runal creas, the lsbor classes can check 
Fascism's gaining victor: 


Lt. ‘the victory of Fascism is fragile. Desvito bitter dif- 
ficulty caused to labor movements oy the Faseist dictestorshin, 
thore follows under the Fescist rogime. Further inastabiiity 
of the foundation of bourscoisioe control. 

The internal dissension in tho bourgcoisic circles is 
specially sharpening. The legalistie of the generel public 
is collapsing. The revolutionary hotred of tho lnorrer is 
being accurulated. The moanness and deception of ssocicl 
demagogy of Fascism aro Using disvlosed. Fascism not orl; 
failed to bring the improvement of physical condition which 
they had formerly orcmised boicre the goneral pubiiec, dun 
also incroesed tho capitalists! orefit ov icwering the scandard 
of living of the working masses and reirxvorcod exvicication 
of the working masses by a fow gront wonsvarsy capitalists and 
came to plunder the working wasses cil the more for thea bonefit 
of capitalists. Disillusion of urdan sail beurgeois and of 
working famor classes who wero deccived br Fascist is becsoring 
more avonrent. The vodular fourdation of Fascism is collapsing 
and becoming cramped. This Convention, howevor, issues a 
warning 2gainst the dangorous illusion about the spontaneous 
collapse of Fascism, and points out that only tho unified and 
rovolutionary strifo carred on by the labor classos standing 
at the head of 911 the laborers can bring forth the broak- 
down of the Fascism dictatorship. 


5. With relation to the victory of Fascisn in Cermany and the 
incronse of danger of Fascism in other nations, the class- 
struggle for proletariat has become intense and is still 
becomin,, intense. Proletariat is taking a turn for a deo- 
cisiv: strifo against Fascist Bourgeooisic. In all of the 
capitalistic nations, the movoment united for a front against 
tho aggression of canvital nnd Fascism is developing. Nazi 
terror rampancy in Germany became theo strongest stimulus to 
the international united front of proletariat nations (Trial 
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nt Leibtzig -- i.e. strife for releasing Dimitrov and other 
comrades, defonse for Taloman anit so on}. 

*hough the unisod front movements is only at the first 
poriod of its doveiovorent ofr the irre doing, Prenth Comme 
nist laborers and Soole] Doscrent laburors strivei in co- 
coveration with cesh otic, vserulsed the first attack of 
Fascism and thus sucseedea on giving ecctvo influcnze to the 
unificd front movemeats on cn tnternatiscai? seale., f£ Co 
operative armed strife of Conmmmist Lote vors and Los 
Domocratic lubovors in aust.i°? and Svietn wave na hervic exe 
ample to the lavorors in other coumerica, oo only tins, 
but the cooperative armed strusa:e testified chat the antie 
Fassism strifv has groat possivtiltties oF cucesss uniess 
there takes place a ‘atotage of th: eightist wao has ceprived 
proletariat of their decisive rovelutionary gurianse and of 
their clear object for strifs by his imfluence ov-+r the masses, 
and an unrest of the “icrt" leadcrs of social dericcracy, (and 
Qn open betrayal of most anarco-syndicalists in Spain.) 


6. The bankruvtcy of German Social Domocrat Pars as a load- 
ing party of the Sccond International which enaoied Yascism 
to win oasily. The coilapse of the 1.2% moiloristic Social 
Democrats in Austria who kupt the wide-spread generat public 
away from the fighting, oven when confienving the aporceching 
armed strife with Fascism that was inovitabiso. Thes? facts 
intensizied the disappointmont of ths ladorers of the Seoial 
Democrats at the Party's oolicices. The “se .nd Intervaczi onal 
is experiencing a serous crisise In the Social Deirscrats and 
the Sccond International differentiation site tne fo_.cwing 
two basic groups is talting piace. As agoinst the exis ving 
groun consisting of reactionary elcmonis whe are ondeavcring 
to continuo tho class cooporation policy with bourgeoisic, there 
is boing formed another group of rovoluttonizing clemenuts who 
are advancing, aiming at the ewtablisnemmt of a unified proletria 
front and aro shifting to a standpoint of moro revolutionary 
class conflict. 
Receiving warmly tho intcntion of Social Democrat laborers 
to form a joint front with Commmists, tho 7th Convention 
of Comintern regards this fact .s the advancomont of thoir 
class ccnsciousness and as the first indicatica of their ovor- 
coming tho differencintion of labor classes in order to gain 
a successful result of the anti-bourgeois and anti-Pascist 


strife. 
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Sonfronting Pascism's great meracs to the laber class and 
all its Acconup istmencs, ts alk laborers o12 their teate rishts, 
and to peace and £ pee:ndon ef tach nathon. the th Convention of 
Comintern declares that thy roaliznyiten Of the vnitie? Proent of 
labor class inakes to Amoertans aad moas urwens tas: fo2 inter~ 
national labor movernents oa the prasent hissopice. Stage. Suce 
cessful strife against the Attack by capital. ogeinst various 
reactionary policisc. ard “grinst FPasciam +- the worst eremy of 
laborers which deprives them of 411 their right and all their 
freedom in spite of the differense of cheir po.itical opinions, 
sternly requires the unification of actiens of eash section of 
labor class. For this unification, it Goss not matter wrat body 
Should each section of inbor ciass Lolong to before the majority 
of labor class are united in the common these: Knock down capi- 
talism and fight for the triwurch of proletatisaté revolution t 
Therefore this task imposes unon overy Sormmanict Party a duty 

to anply the united front tactics by mikinz ugraovens concern- 
ing cooperative actions with any hbore:s' boay of different poli- 
tical propensity on a factory scale, a iceal scale, a orovincial 
scale, . country-wide scaue, and an internaticral scase, ard in 
2 way different from the massures taken hitherto and ccnsie 
dering changeable situaticns. 

Takin. consideration of what has been mentioned above. the 
7th Vonvention of YVortinterm makes a proposal to every Conminist 
Party that the following inst:uetxrons shicll he ibs gv.iduncs in 
carrying the united fromt tavties irto practice: ; 

1. The protection of the direct economic and tolitical interests 
of labor class. The Protection of labor class against Fascism 
must be the starting voint of the united front of laborers of 
@ll capitalistic states and its chief content. In order to move 
extensive masses, it is necessary to set forth those Slogans and 
Strife-forms that spring from the vital demand of masses and 
fron the level of fighting capacity of masses at a given stage of 
development. Communists must not only call out to masses for 
the strife for proletariat dictatorship, but they must tach them 
what to do today in order to defend themssives against capi. * 
talists' plunder and Fascists! Violence. VYommunist must make 
efforts to mobilize masses by cooperative activities of various 
labor bodies nround the theses of those demands that must by 
Dredestined really to shift*:on tho ruling class the respvonsibilit 
resulting from panic, of demands the realization-strife of which 


will dissolve Fascism, will make the vreparation for imperialistic 
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war difficult and will strent:jhen tho etund of peoiatarvicte 

While training labdor-cless for ths alLteretion of etrife-forn 
and strife-method in nccovdance with co “neve of sibustions, 
the movement, arcovding to the exvernt of 245 dovelopmsni, must 
organise the shift fren she defunsive wil mast take the offensive 
agninst capital. Hw ever, ab tris timo, po.iev Tor erganising 
political strike of mozse5 mast De Laken 1 chic? labor unions 
in the country must be dvivesi to joun crs ke 

Communists .must not eblescurn, eaven Pf while, their ine 
devendent work in the divrcecier of commuivtlon.iy eiizhtening 
and systomationlly mebiiizirs mogeo., bee musy nano effiots, for 
the purvose of miking urnilicatisca ostier tar laberers, with social- 
democrats, labor unicens and ciber oedies of lnborers w1tiss the 
class-enemy of proletariat, bavid on 2 aug or short serm 2gre6e- 
ment. In this case attention mu2u chie?iy be directed to the 
development of misses advance carried out in every locrlty by 
lower bories based on iocnal agresmont. 

Tho:vy must, in puttin;: into prictice the provinicns of the 
\greement faithfully, e:0se to the pubiie ary sabotage of coe 
operntive activities by en iidividual or 1. body wno ras joined the 
united front, and must instantly anoeal to mastes when the agree- 
ment is violatcd and continue incessent stm.zzie for restoring 
the unity of activities which hns heen broken, 

The form of the united proietarict front nust vary in accord- 
ance with the form and character of 2 lnber Sody and concrete 
situations. As a form of this kind, the folLivoing exampics can 
be shown: Laborers! cooperative activities on agreement carried 
out at any time in accordance with individual demands or based 
on common theses, or activities on agrestsns in individual enter- 
vrise or in each section of industry; uu'ivities on agresnont 
on * local, nrovincial, ccuncey-wide or truevustional 3.87.05 ore 
ganizetioa of labours! economic strife; vrotansion of the inter- 
ests of the unenveloved; oractico of masses poultical accivities; 
coonernative se’--cefense organization agninst the attack of Fascis: 
supvort for »vriscusrs and thoir families; cooperative activities 
in the direction cf strife against socinl reaction; protection 
for the interosss bf yuung peorle and womon; c»yoperative ictivo- 
ties in the dirsction cf cooperrtive union, culture and sport; 
cooperative activities £21 the purpose of su rperting the demands 
of workin. farmors; establismment of united bodies of laborers and 
united bodies of laborers and famers (Italy); establishment of 
united body for a long pericd in tho form of “Labor Party" or 
"Laborer end Farmer Party" (America). 

In order to develoo the united front as u problem for the 
masses themselves, Communists must make offorts to organise 
by clection class-organs of the vnited front outside the Party 
(in a svate of Fascist dictatorship, the most authorized »arti- 
civants of the mited front movement must be elected) in an 
enterprise, a7ong the unemoloyved, at residence yuarters of 
labores, and among retit bourgeoisie of citios. Only such 
an organ (not to vention that such an orgin must not take olace 
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of various organs pirticlonting the united front) cain induce 

the unorginisod misses of Inborers into the urnivod front move- 
ment 2nd ean extend the inictive of misses va the strif> against 
the attack of capital and acminet Fasasm and can, bisod on this, 
create »ositive oloneniis of extensive isdorers for the suk. of 
the united front. 


4. Whoro tho leaders of social-d moersts show an exagorited 
“sociilistic” nian (De wninis son of ccsore) Cer tho turyese 
of keeoing labor rs apars from the strnfu Cor tne sevteetion of 
thoir intercsts or of chasemieting ths foruntion oF ow united 
front, Comminists mast disciose ce the sahil. tho desoitPil 
chaructoer of such a %lan in exulinints... svorywhere to .obdpors 
that the roalisstion of cectaiism ix fmmvssidle whelie tha govorn: 
ment is in the hand of baurgoosic.e Rut, »rct 1.3 ceatuted to 
the vital demands of worksre amcng tiose poltercs eentained in 
the plan must, at the same timo, be utilinod as the starting 
point for doveloping class-strife by the united frout with 
Social-“smocrat lnborcurs. 

In those states where Soctal-Democrat cubiInets (or coall 
cabinets joined by Social-Vemocrets) are in powcr, Scamunists 


must not be satisfied with prod .gandisrte oxpositien of tho 
cabinet's »yolicies, but must mohis.izo exsonsive masses ‘fcr the 
strife for realising the oractivnl and vital class demands which 
Socinl Democrats haves svecislly promised bofore coming into powor 
in thoir theses to renlise. 


5. Coorvrative activities with Social Domocrits and various 
bodies of Socinl Devocrats does not make Lt unnecessary to make 
an hon:st and reasonable criticism upon the ideclogy of classe 


conciliation with bourgeogic, uwoon social-comocrsry as vractico, 
and upon moliorism, and to make a dorsistent interprotation 
for social democrat lnborurs about thy: princidivs and thosos 
of communism. On the contrery thcy tncrease the nesessity of 
doing so all the mors. Communists must, by exoosing Sho moane 
ing of the deceitful argurent of Socici-Democrats!' rignt-winged 
leaders who stand od20sed to the united front and by strong- 
thening tho strife agrinst reactionary elements of Social-Duimoecre 
carry on 1 strife against melioristic policies and piace thome 
solves in a civse contact with left-winged laborors, cfficors 
and bodies which are of Social-¥omocrat line. The stronger 
becomus our strife against the reactionary srouns of Social 
Democr .ts who stand en bloc with bourgeoisie. the more off{ec- 
tica bacores our support for the rovolationarizing section of 
Social Democrats. And tho nore daring the strife of vommunists 
for the realization of the united front with Social Vemocrnts, 
the more promoted will be the self-determination of individuals 
among the left-winged groups. 

The problem of tho attitude toward actually realizing the 
united front will become tho criterion of the real stands of 
various groups pertaining to Social Democracy. In the strife 
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for actuilly roalizing the united front, those lesders of Social 
Yomocrats who ar: behiving thomselvus in words as if thoy were 
leftewingod will be obliged to show by fact who .mong thom aro 
really going to the strife agrinst bourgoogie and right-wingod 
Pocial Democrits, nnd who anong them stand nasninst the works 

of labor class, shniking hands vith hourgcogic. 


6. Election ecnanonign must bo utilized for th further develon- 
ment and strengthening of »~roletariat's strfe. Communists 

must indeodandently rin for nn eloction and, developing the 
theses of the Cormunist Part-- to the mass, mike cfforts to cse 
tablish tho ‘inited front with social dimocrats ind linor union 
(and the bodics of densants and vorkerm) and do the best to 
disable reactionsry or fascist cnindidates to siccsced in the 
campaigne At the vroscnt situations confronting tho danzer of 
Fascism, Communists muy fisht in the campaign with thoses and 

n list of candidates common to tha antieFuscist front, in 
accordance: vith the extent of the grovth and snecess of the 
united front movemmt sani with the or.seit eloction system, and 
proserving the f:cedy: of their own volittenl oropaganda and 
political criticien. 


7. In unifying working peasants, city Dvotit bourgeiosie and 
an ovpress 7d natoon undor the guidances of proleteriat, Ummunists 
must mak: offorts, by launching into tho ‘icfene: for ©11 special 
demands of cach stratu of workers which stand xlong the line of 
basic interest vrolétariat, to catablish wn extensive antie 
fascist nopulur front standing on the basis of the doroletariat 
united fronte 

The most important task is to stand opnos:d to the dlundere 
policy curried out by Fascist farmer class on dusic misses, 
that is to say, the oxacting priccenvolic of monopolizing 
capital and bourgeoli sovernmeis, the unBeurable burden of tax, of 
rent, and of deft, comoulsory sale of poxsants!' provortios, md 
to mobilize working osasants in orlor to obtain govornvental 
support for »enkrudt neasints. it is noo ssary for Somrunist to 
encourage Citveooctit-bourzg oigio, intcelligentzia, and workors, 
by making ectivitics cva*y hero »mong them, in order to maiko 
thom fight against tha raiso of tax, of drincss, ths Plunder 
by mononolized casital and trast, tho omslavawnt oy intorest, 
and unomployment and tho diminition of officials! silary. “*t is 
nocessairy for Commnmists to suonort ns much ns possible, by 
defending their right and intorest, the movomont of progressive 
intelligontzi. sgilnst cultural reaction u nd to facilitate 
their romovesl to th. side of the Inbor class in anti-Fasist 


strif:. 


8. Under tho situation of a political crisis nt which tho ruling 
class has become alroady unable to tide over now rful masse 
movemont, Communists must hoist thosc basically revolutionary 
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Slogans (for oxample, the administration of »reduction and 
banking, the dissolution of volicc, the organization of armed 
laborers militia, etc.) which make it the purnpeso to make 
bourgeoisic's economic and p oiticcl pow r all. tno mor: unstablo, 
to str:ngthon the infiuanco o7 Ja or class, and to isolato cone 
cilintory oartics, ond which lead werking in3ses to the revoe 
lutionary acquistition of power. In cause whore it is possible 

to establish . governmont of »roletarin® united front or anti- 
fnascist ponulir front, if not n govornment of oroietariat 
dictatorship, promising to offectuirat decisivo policios against 
Fascism and reaction, and in cass where such a government is 
noccssary for the benefit of yrulotariat, the Communist Perty 
must make efforts to establish such a government, Th: most 
important oromises for ostablishing a united front government 

are the folloving situations: (A) the structure of a bourgoosie 
state hns greatly been oaralised anc bourgecsie can not obstruct 
the stablishment of the above mentioned governnent; (8) very 
extensive masses of workers are airing fierce activitics against 
Fascism and reaction, but have not come to stand un to sastablish 
(C) Various Social Denocrat bodivs and a sreater part of other 
bodies which have joined the united front have alrcady demanded 
inexorable volicies against Fascists and other reactionary olenent: 
and are ready to nake a strife in cooneration vi th Comnunists 

for carrying out these volicies. 

If the government of the united front oxractically takes a 
decisive measure against anti-revolutionary great monetary 
capitalists and Fascists of which they make a tool and does not 
restrict in any form the activities of the Comyunist Party and 
the strire carried out by labor class, the Communist Party will 
do the bost to suoport such a government. MUowever, whethor or 
not Co-munists participnte the government of the united front 
will oc decided in « given case in accordance with the situa- 
tion. ae 


III. Tho unity of movenonts of trade unions 


The Convention emwohasizing the imvortance of establishing 
the united front in the field of an economical struggle of 
working men ‘nd to renlize the unity of union movements as an 
important stage for strengthening tho proletariat united front, 
imposes on vomunists an obligation to employ a12 peegible | 
moasuros in order to realize the untty of trade unions on an. 
industrial unc national scale. | 

Cormunists decisively advocate the reviwal of the unity 
of trade unions on an intornational scale as well as national. 
Communists advocate the untted class trade unions as one of 
working mon's ramoarts against the aggresion of capital and Fas- 
sism, tho independent trade unions in each field of industry, 
the united combinstion of trade unions in ‘ach country, the 
united intornational combination of trade unions in field of 
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industry, and finally the unitod trade unions international 
based on clissestruggleo. In countries where red trado unions 
are woak, it is sbsolutely scecussary to secure the right of 
Joining influential ~ellortstic trads wnions, demanding freo- 
dom of defonding their own viows ond the comeback of the oxe 
nellod  mcmbers. In countrics vhere both red and moltoristic 
trade unions cxist and aro squnlly influential, it is vitally 
important to succed in wniting them in one body on oquil orine 
cinlos, miking a striz lo against agsgresion of capital and 
the maintninaco of democracy of unions brsic theses.

The ~onvention luy sdecial stress on the fact that goneral 
consolidation in future of th. Communist Party itself, expansion 
of its initictive powsr, its fundanentnl Lenin-Stalin policy 
and the floxibl«e tactics taking consideration of concrete situa- 
tion and disposition of class inf'luenes can only insure the 
mobilization of the extonsive working masses into anti-Fascist 
and anti-Capitalist strugzlo. 

Communists ar. demanded, for the ovurnose of truly realizing 
the unitod front, to overcome self-sntisfiod sectarianism, 
existing among the ranks of the “ao rty itself, which, in many . 
cases at prosent, has turned already into chronic disease from 
the condition of "pediatry disoase" of the communistic move- 
ment. Under an illusion of succeoding in blocking the course of 
Fascism in spite of still enlarging Fuscist movoment, sectaria- 
nism has practicnlly como to assune a defensive attitude toward - - 

ascism, by, ovorstimnating the degroe of rovolutionizing 

the masses. This sectarianism, in the phaso of practice, ro- 
placed guiding methode of the massos with direction of narrow 
Party group, replaced popular policy rith abstract propaganda 
and overstimation of leftist thoory, refused to make activities 
in melioristic trade unions and verious bodies of the Fascist 
masses and, leaving charaictoristics of concrete situation in 
cach natton out of consideration, adopted uniform tactics and 
Slogan to svery nation. As a result, it crused great dolay in 
development of th: Communist Party, mado it difficult to carry 
out the true popular policy, disturbed 'i:king use of class 
difficulties of the enemy for consolidating revolutionary movo- 
mont and impcdod acquisition of extensive proleturian masses to 
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the side of Corzwnists. 

Commnists ought to carry m tr: groates! strugglo for 
eradicating every irennents of sactariaiiem which is at presens 
A vital obstacle to sarrring out genuine ootvar ond Bolshevik 
molicy of the Communist Party. O11 tno othar haad, ther nave, 
in anolyini: extensivoly the tactics «of united Lrert., to keep 
more ssricv guacd, taking into considuration aggracating danger 
of ths Righs Wine, agrinst dengor of the Rightiss cpvortunisme 
The strugzic for tho united front and unification of actions of 
the lnboring classes nocessitates social democratic laborers 
to be cleari> convinced of rightfulness of communistic policy 
and the orrors of meliioristic policy. Tho abovo struggle, 
accordingly, put cach Communist Part: undor obligations to carry 
our resoluto struge.c; sgninst every trend of trying to wenken 
criticism of soclai democracy which are concealment of fundenenta: 
points of difference betwoen communism cnd meliorism, and ide- 
ology und practico of class compromise with tougeoigie; ogainst 
an illusion of considsring realization of socialism to bo nos- 
sible by pexccful and lawful means; a ninst evory tendency and 
loworing of the functions of political parties which doovend upon 
automatism and spontaneity in orndicating Fuscism and carrying 
out united front; and finilly against the slightest disturbance 
in the timo of decisive actions. 

Existence of tho unificd popular party of labouring classes 
in ev:iry nation is absolutely nocossary for the interest of cals: 
strug;lo of proletariat and for tho snecess in proletarian ro- 
volution. In view of this fnct, tho Convention, deponding uvon 
increising expectation of lahourers to the fusion of the Social 
Domocrats %Y individual groups with ths Communist Party, assigns 
tho Party 1 duty to advocate the acid fusion, It is necessary, 
at this moment, to exDlain to labourors that such a fusion is 
possible only under tho nuinorous conditions as follows: 
Independence from bourgeoisie and complete denarture of Social 
Domocrats from thior bloc with bourgeosie; foregoing runlization 
of unified actions; revolutionary overthrowing of bourgooie
